The national economy began 
to be wholly based on single socialist property, which made it possible 
for the state to direct the country's entire economy on the basis of a 
single plan. 


The society began to be based on the durable union of the working class 
and arats unified in cooperatives, and the moral-political unity of our 
people was strengthened. 


With the victory of the cooperatives system an entire historic stage of 
noncapitalist fevelopment was completed, and our country has once and for 
all and irrevocably stepped on the road of socialism.

up to one half of the state budget to the country's defense, thereby 
creating serious obstacles for more rapid development of the country and 
building a new society.

As a result of increased social production and repeated increases of pro- 
curement prices for agricultural products, the wages fund in agricultural 
associations has increased 4.4 times and the average annual wages per 
worker increased by 7.7 times. Together with the payment for their work, 
members of agricultural associations receive a considerable amount of 
funds from the farm's social fund in the form of pensions, allowances, 
paid passes to sanatoriums and houses of rest, work clothes and other 
kinds of material aid and services. As of this year members of agricul- 
tural associations will be paid old-age pensions from the funds of state 
social insurance. This pension has been increased by an average of 

50 percent. 


N. Jagbaral continued by saying: Our achievements gladden our friends 
just as their successes are wholeheartedly welcomed by us. Our revolu- 
tionary achievements and our advancement are disliked only by our 
enemies--the imperialists and their stooges--in particular by the Maoists, 
who not only conceal from their own people the true reality in the 
socialist community countries, including in the MPR, but even maliciously 
slander our country by spreading fables such as that the Mongolian people 
are living in poverty, that arats do not have any warm footwear and 
therefore are forced to go outside into the street by taking turns and 
that they may slaughter a sheep for themselves only by permission from 
the chairman of the aymag administration. By doing this the Maoists 

are attempting to deceive the Chinese people who are leading a beggarly 
existence. They have forcibly sent to the communes hundreds of millions 
of peasants and have taken away from them all land and all livestock.

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RESOLUTION TO IMPROVE MOTHER, CHILD CARY, 
Ulaanbaatar MENG-KU HSIAO-HSI-PAO in Chinese 15 Sep 79 p 1 


/Article: "Central Committee of Mongolian People’s Revolutionary Party 
and the Council of Ministers of the Mongolian People’s Republic Resolve 
to Improve Health Care for Mother and Child"/ 


/Text/ Resolutions were recently adopted at the Central Committee of the 
Mongolian People’s Revolutionary Party (MPRP) and the Council of Ministers 
for further improvement of the health care for mother and child. Much 

work has been done to improve the quality of medical treatment, disease 
prevention and emergency care of mother and child on the basis of the 
resolutions adopted by the MPRP Central Committee and the Council of Ministers 
and other health care measures. The material base for midwifery aid was 
better in 1978 than in 1962. The number of hospital beds and gynocological 
clinics have approximately doubled. In 1978, there were 13.8 hospital beds 
for every 10,000 persons, and 98.7 percent of pregnant mothers gave birfn 
to their children in midwifery facilities. 


In recent years, many important measures were taken to increase subsidies to 
mothers who have many children, improve conditions for mothers during labor 
and recover, give subsidies to mothers who are on leave to take care of 

their children and provide many free recovery rooms for mothers in agricultural 
and animal husbandry cooperatives, and state farms. These measures have 

had a great significance in improving the material conditions of mother and 
child care by disease and death rates. 


The 4th pleum of the MPRP strongly pointed out: "Much work remains to be 
done for improving the education of children by Communist methods and 
strengthening the material base for children's organizations. All organiza- 
tional units and individuals in the country have the obligation to participate 
in and pay attention to child education and care." 


The party Central Committee and the Council of Ministers decided that the 
Ministry of Public Health and its subordinate local public health organiza-

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POST, TELECOMMUNICATIONS SERVICES EXPANDED 
Ulaanbaatar MENG-KU HSIAO-HSI-PAO in Chinese 8 Sep 79 p 2 
[Article: "The Prospects of Our Post and Telecommunications Services"] 


{Text] Our post and telecommunications services have important social and 
economic significance for the construction of our country's socialist mate- 
rial and technological base. As a result of the constant concern of our 
party and government and the selfless aid from the fraternal Soviet Union, 
our post and telecommunications departments have been further consolidated 
and, with modern high-efficiency equipment, continuously strengthened. 








At present, all localities of our country are connected by post and tele- 
communications services. Even in remote frontier areas, it is readily 
possible for the people to receive and listen to reports on the prosperity 
and development of our motherland as well as on major events in the world. 
Ulaanbaatar and all aymag centers have automatic telephone stations with 
thousands of call letters. Among aymag centers and somons, as well as 
production brigades, there is radio contact of high efficiency. There are 
satellite receiving stations in Ulaanbaatar, Darhan, Erdenet, Moron, 
Chojbalsan, Sayn Sand and in the neighborhood of Choy R. In all these 
areas, people can watch TV programs from the Soviet Union. 


All cities and aymag centers and 70 percent of somon centers are connected 
by telephone and telegraph, and they also can talk by telephone directly 
with foreign countries. 


The 17th party congress pointed out that intermediate radio relay stations 
were to be built between Ulaanbaatar and Altay and between Dashinchilen 
and Erdenet, telephone and telegraph lines were to be increased 1.7/7 times, 
and the number of telephone call letters by 28 to 30 percent. To boost 
the number of listeners to radio broadcasting, the construction of broad- 
casting stations was to be increased by 40 to 42 percent. These projects 
are now being completed successfully. 


On the occasion of the 3rd party congress and the 50th anniversary of the 
founding of the Mongolian People's Republic, the Soviet Union gave our 
country a gift of 60 million rubles of post and teleconmmunications equip- 
ment, which played an important role in the completion of the abovemen- 
tioned projects. This gift was used to build a radio relay iine of 1,900

stations, as well as to rebuild many lines. At the same time, new broad- 
casting stations were built in Altay, Dalandzadgad, Chojbalsan and Ulaan- 
baatar. 


In the first 3 years of the new 5-year plax, automatic telephone stations 

ip Tsetserleg and Moron were expanded, as were also many other urban 
telephone stations. An investment of more than 50 million tugriks was 

made in post and telecommunications departments for construction and in- 
Sstallations. In 1979, our country added 3,900 call letters for telephone 
stations in various localities, increased the number of broadcasting points 
8.7 percent and increased the number of TV receivers 13.4 percent. We are 
establishing 800 kilometers of air routes between aymags and somons. Com- 
plete sets of post and telecommunications equipment built with Soviet assis- 
tance will soor go into operation in Erdenet. 





At present, there are post and telecommunications branch offices in all the 
aymags and cities of the country, and 90 percent of them also have tele- 
phone facilities. All agricultural and animal husbandry cooperatives, 
state-operated farms and pastures, milking stations and production brigades 
can talk by telephone with county centers. 


At present, 154 somons in our country are accessible by water, and 143 
somons are accessible by motor transport.

FIFTY-EIGHT-YEAR HISTORY OF PEOPLE'S EDUCATION, SCIENfIFIC UNDERTAKINGS 
Ulaanbaatar MENG-KU HSIAO-HSI-PAO in Chinese 1 Sep 79 p 2 


[Article: "Fifty-Eight Years of Education and Scientific Activities in Our 
Nation"/ 


{Text/ The victory of the people's revolution in Mongolia initiated a new 
age of comprehensive development for the people of our nation. The party 
and the government, relying on the strong efforts of the Mongolian people 
and the selfless assistance of the Soviet Union, wiped out illiteracy and 
brought about the expansion of socialist culture and science in a very 
brief period of time. 


From the first day of the victory of the people's revolu’ion, our party 
showed extreme concern for the education of the people and for the develop- 
ment of scientific undertakings. For example, in August 1921, a special 
education department was established by the Internal Defense Department and 
resolutions were drafced concerning the establishment of scientific research 
institutes. At that time, a primary school having over 40 pupils was 
constructed in the capital. 


The First People’s Hural which was convened in 1924 passed the first 
Constitutional Resolution to the effect that everyone regardless of sex or 
race should enjoy the right to receive a free education and that, as stipu- 
lated by law, education was a mass undertaking. Because of the consistent 
concern of the party and the government, the number of schools for the 
people's children and the number of pupils increased from year to year. By 
1924, there were, in the nation as a whole, 13 elementary schools with more 
than 500 pupils. By 1940, there were 331 ordinary schools, seven training 
schools for technology had been built and the number of students had reached 
25,000. By 1970, there were more than 550 child-care centers entrusted with 
the care of more than 30,000 children; there were more than 230,000 students 
in 503 regular schools and there were over 10,000 students in 19 training 
schools for technology. 


With Soviet assistance, the Mongolian State University was built in 1942. 
In 1961, the Mongolian Academy of Sciences was established. This was a 
tremendous socialist achievement of our people and has made an enormous 
contribution to the development of our nation's society. 
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At present, there are in our nation more then 350,000 students in 578 regular 
schools, more than 19,700 students in five institutions of higher learning, 
more than 16,)00 students in 24 training schools for technology, more than 
19,000 students in 37 vocational technical schools and more than 43,700 
children in the care of 588 child-care centers. Of every 10,000 persons in 
our nation, 2,714 are engaging in study, and, of these, 129 are university 
Students.
